It is given to few to comprehend the motives 
which underlio tho actions of the Britigh Fore: 
ign Offico, and we shall .not attempt to guess 
at tho reasons which have induced Lord: 
Lausdowne to delay three months before pre- 
senting a formal protest against the action of 
the Porte in allowing four unarmed Russian 
torpedo-boats to pass (he Dardanelles, ‘Yardy 
thongh itis, the British Note raises a very cloar 
jssue. If Russie maintains that under the 
treaties governing ithe control of the 
Dardanelles the Porte were entitled to 
grant the firman -so reluctantly conceded, 
thero canbe no legal «bjection t> Great 
Britain enjoying the sowe right, But if tho 
contertion is advanced that the action ‘of 
Turkey was wltra vires, the Buasian ‘Gov- 
ernment stand convicted of a delibocate 
attempt 10 upset treaties to which, so recently 
as 1896. they expressed their unreserved i:d- 
horanee. In fact, the British protest -places 
the Russian Government on the horns of a 
dilemmx, and we can well understand a feeling 
of irritation at this counter move to tho very 
astute insertion of the thin eg. of the wedge 
towards the complete control of the Straits, 
which had apparéntly passed without uctive 
protest.
